TIGHTENING THE ROPE. 
We spoke the other day about. the necessity of demobilising the 
German Army in order to make absolutely sure that the peaco of 
Europe would never be broken, and now we find, according to’a Lon- 
don contemporary, that it Is the intention of the Allies to do so. 
The Daily Express says that the final. military terms to be imposed 
on Germany will include the fixing of the German Army at a marz- 
{mum of 300,000, of which not more than five per cent. should be offic- 
cers. If this done, and there seems noreason to. doubt it, it will ring 
down the final curtain on all Germany’s hopes and ambitions of Euro- 
pean conquest arid world aggrandisement, and make to disappear for 
tver the greatest danger to the world’s peace. It will be a terrible 
blow to 2 nation which for many years has given all its’ energies to 
the contruction of an ‘army which it considered the finest in the 
world, and-which, ifdone away iwith, will leave Germany crippled 
and powerless.. Germany must now take her stand amongst the 
smaller Powers for the greater part of her prestige depended on her 
possyession of the greatest army in Europe. In the future, the 
German Army will be a defensive army, and not as before an 
offensive one. . a - 
The Allies, according toour London contemporary mentioned 
above, will take steps to ensure that Germany, 
can never become a danger to

The time calls for wise statesman- 
ship and reasoned action. We 
trust, for the sake of the whole 
country, that these factors will bs 
given full play. m 


GOLD AS A VALUE, 


A full report which was sub- 
mitted by the Committee presided 
over by Lord Inchcape, to enquire 
into the gold production of the 
British Empire, appears in the 
Home papers tohand by the last 
mail. Itisaveluable document 
jmasmuch as great anxiety has 
been caused by the fall in 
the ‘production of the metal. 
One of the problems that 
the Committee was called upon 
to discuss owas whether 
it was desirable to subsidise its 
production. The Committee says 
it ig not prepared to recommend 
any bounty or subsidy for the 
purpose of stimulating the gold 
output of the Empire as gold 
being the standard of value, no 
more can properly be paid for it 
than its value in currency.- The 
views of the Committee are 
succinctly stated in the following: 
“We have no reason to believe 
that there will not be 
forthcoming from the British 
Empire; on parity basis 
as much gold as .we shall 
need for the purpose. of 
strengthening our reserves, but 
in any case the additional amount 
of gold which at best we could 
hope to secure by a subsidy 
would, in the opinion of our 
witnesses, be of no advan- 
tage unless we can afford 
to keep it.” Gold is fair- 
ly widely distributed over 
the world's surface, but for the 
mst part in exceedingly minute 
quantities. If the value of gold 
compared with. commodities of 
other sorts, suchas iron, lead, tin, 
foodstuffs, clothing, labour, etc., 
is low, it stands te reason 
that’ “it ~ will. not 
extract it 
which could be quite profitably 
worked were its value in relation 
to the above-mentioned articles 
higher. Gold has been adopted 
as the standard of value because 
by reason of the operation of 
natural causes it is available 
in such quantities and at such 
a cost .of production ‘in 
terms of other commodities as to 
give it a more or less stable value. 


| Its value in terme of commodities 


is directly influenced by the laws 
of supply and demand. “Periods 
of increased gold production, 
following on the discovery of 
further deposits of gold 
capable of extraction at a 
low cost, have been marked by 
an increase in the price of com- 
modities. Metallic gold has at the 
present moment gone to a high 
premium compared with the paper 
money which represents

London, Dec. . 20,-—Mourned 
for a year as lead ‘owing to the 
disappearance of his veasal—iue, 


agit ‘proved aftérwards,:tu the Ff, 


activities of the German raider 
Wolf—Captain John B. Rugs 
has arrived during the week end 
at his home in Hampton-road, 
Forest Gata, froma prison camp 
in Germany. 

A typical master wariner, with 
pointed beard and laaghing eyes, 
Captain Kegs, although ke has 
been in the hands of the enewy 
since March 1916, appears little 
the worse-for his ‘ung captivity. 
His ship, the Dee, a “fallrigged 
sailing vessel was bound . in 
ballast from Mauritius = te 
Australia whan she waa overtaken 
by the Wolf. The skipper's. last 
letters home bad referred to the 
presence of the raider in those 
waters, and expreased the sincere 
hope that sha would uot be 
encountered, Withir two or 
three days of leaving port the 
‘Dee was sunk. 

The German olficial acrount of 
the Wolf's voyage, by the captain, 
refers ty the incident in the 
following paragraphs :— 

Tseuta boat over, and it Was 
definitely aseertained that we had 
tu desl with the Mauritius-owned 
sailing .ship Dee 
were mainly niggers, or half- 
vasies ; sume of them were a very 
Bue lot. The relations between 
the captiinand the crew were 
excellent, and remained so during 
the period of captivity on board ;

Joba B Ragg, who made a most 
favourable impression, stuod by 
the rail aml stured  ontwards 
tuwarcs the spot where his vessel 
was commencing her death 
suuggle. He seemed unconse- 
ious that one tear after another 
rolled unceasingly from his 
eyes down into his white 
beard. 
mauy fgyears, and cuald hardly 
coutain himself; we vould uader- 
sian his felings only too well. 
Doun the Dee tovk a plunge ani 
‘sunk, 

It is the valy ship Captain 
Rugg has lust during’ lis lung 
career at sua. His capacity as a 
master was sv highly esteemad 
in shipping circles that it was 
only with the greatest relpetance 
that the logs of the Dee with all 
hands was finally assamed 
aud his family went into 
tnourning, And oin’ March 
of the fulluwing year when the 
‘throagh the 
blockade and returoed tu Ger- 
inany, aud when he had..been 
nearly a year on board the news 
was received: that Le was still 
alive and well! 

‘The first impreasiun which he 
made upou his captors appareutly 
endured throughuat his enforced 
association with the crew 
of the Wolf, and when the 
prisuners: were 
the officers, including ‘‘Mines,” 
the officer respousible for placing 
the bumbs that set]the Dee ty 
the bottom—twice came: to see 
bim and to wish him “Good-bye.” 
To quote the official record 
again — 

One admirable prisoner was 
the shipper of the sailing ship 
Dee, Captain Joho B, ‘htugg ;- the 
loss of his heart. Deeply bowed, 
he stood ot the rail, ag the Dee 
sank ; he had taken off his hat, as 
if he atood at the grave of a 
relative, and wept. We did not 
distarb him; we could only too 
wall understand his grief. - He 
lived on a really patriarchal foot- 
ing with the crew, mostly blacks 
from Mauritias. They came to 
him with all their trowbles, great

They. had scarcely 
returned from the great Spithead 
review when news came that 
sent them. on journeys, from 
which many of ,them were never 
to return. . 

Their decks were once more 
alive with men,.their grimy old 
bulls shivered again with the roar 
of guns, and the ancient .engines 
throbbed away steadily for days 
on end, Soon they found them- 
selves in the haunts of their 
palmier days; the Mediteranean, 
the Atlantic, the Pacific, and 
many other seas welcomed them 
as old friends... : 


And so, while the Grand Flee 


protected the’ shores. of the old. 


country, the old ships guarded 
the distant seas and possessions. 
They boarded ships and many a 
valuable prize fell to them; they 
helped to bdlockede neutral 
harbours and to bombard enemy 
ports; they kept raiders at a dis- 
ance and acted as “floating forts” 
in some of our. unprotected 
Colonies. Now and then one of 
them would be sunk, and one 
more ship “ofan obsolete type” 
was added to the casualty list. 


Some of them shafted in the 
Falklands victory; others found 


itheir [ast resting place in the 


Dardanelles. Later on they found 
themselves escorting convoys; no 
raider would dare to approach 
them, old as they were. Finally 
came the achievements of the 
Vindictive and her sisters, 

To-day some of: the old ships 
are back at their moorings, but 
there are many vacant billets in 
the anchorage. The Navy's 
“Old Contemptibles” have fully 
paid their tribute to the price of 
Empire.
